INTER-GOVERNMENTAL 
COMMITTEE 


Extended Activities Recommended 


The Inter-Goveramental Conrmittee for Refugees 
has recommended to the member Governments of 
the Committee and communicated to othe Govern- 
ments that were invited to join, proposals for extend- 
ing the mandate of the Committee so as to inchide 
as far as practicable also those persons, wherever 
they may be, who, as a result of events in Europe, 
have had to leave, or- may Sate to leave, their 
countries of residence because of the danger to their 
lives or liberties on account of their race, relimion, 
er political beliets. 

it has been further recommended that with regard 

to persons coming within the extended mandate the 
executive commitice should be empowered by the 
member States. to wndertake negotialions with 
neviral or Allied States or with organisations to 
take such steps as may be necessary to preserve, 
maintain, and transport the refugees and to receive 
and disburse far the above purposes both public and 
private funds 
_ With regard to finance, the executive committee 
has. recommended that the adninistrative exper ses 
should be shared by all the member Governments 
With regard to other expenditure the Governments 
of the United Kingdom and of the United States of 
America have agreed, subsect to legis lative consent, 
to underwrite it jointly on the condition, first, that 
ali projects which comic within this offer shall be con- 
sidered individually and the two Governments 
consulted before a project ts sanctioned or expendi- 
ture mcurred thereon: and, second. that when a 
clearer idea has been obtained of the money required 
for the efficient conduct of the Comniitice’s work 
under tts new commitments an invitation will be 
addressed to ali member Governments inviting them 
to contrebute to this expenditure also in accordance 
with their abilities and their interest in the humani- 
tarian work of the Committee. 

The executive. committee has recommended tha: 
in order to avoid overlapping the proposed United 
‘Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration 
should be responsible for maintenance of refugees 
im areas where it is if prepares io 
undertake the dask.

Sir James Grigg’s Statement 


WHITEHALL AWAITING. 
REPORTS | 


Rear-Admiral Beamish (Con., Lewes) asked the 
ry for War in the House on October 12 
whether he would give particulars of recent trials 
in Palestine concerning smuggling of arms and the 
os of these, the names and connections of 
convicted persons, for what section of the 
population the arms were intended, and whether 
such smuggling was rife or was an isolated case. 

Sir James Grigg replied: There have been three 
separate trials before military courts in Jerusalem, 
involving two British soldiers, Stoner and Harris; 
two Jewish civilians, Sirkin and Rachlin: and a 
third Jewish civilian called Sacherov. The two 
soldiers .were deserters, the first civilian was 
secretary of the Haifa Seamen's Union, the second 
was the owner-driver of a taxi, afd the third was 
a_ sub-contractor of a contracting organisation 

liated to the General Federation of Jewish 

bour. In the first two trials the accused were 
charged with the unlawful possession of 105,000 
rounds of ammunition and 300 rifles. Stoner and 
Harris pleaded guilty and were sentenced to 15 
years’ imprisonment. Sirkin and Rachlin were 
found guilty after a trial lasting over six weeks and 
were sentenced to 10 and 7 years respectively. The 
trial of Sacherov, who was also charged with the 
uniawful possession of arms, ended on October 6. 
He has been sentenced to 7 years’ imprisonment. 
These sentences are subject to confirmation by the 
General Officer Commanding. Arms trafficking in 
Palestine has, unfortunately, always been rife in 
both communities, but kiown cases of . arms 
smuggling On this scale are rare. 
- Rear-Admiral Beamish: Is miy right hon. friend 
aware that the parents of one of the privates who, 
according to press reports, has been sentenced to 
1S years’ imprisonment, are very anxious to have 
information on this subject? Does i not scem 
illogical that so humble a member of H.M. Forces 
should appear to be bearing the whole onus of this 
serious manifestation in Palestine? 

Sir J. Grigg: As I said in my answer, the Genera! 
Officer Commanding has to confirm or vary the 
sentences. After that has been done, I shall no 
doubt receive verbatim reports of the trial, but 
until then I think it would be extremely wise to 
reserve any further comment.

Rear-Admiral Bearish asked the Colonial Secre- 
tary on October 13 if, in view of the partial and 
incomplete reports in. the press, he would haye a 
White Paper or statement issued im order that 
Parliament, the British public, and our Alles might 
be made fully aware of the situation in Palestine as 
indicated by the recent trials and heavy sentences 
on two British soldiers for smuggling arms, and the 
conviction and sentencing .of others similarly

IN DARKEST PALESTINE 


Control of Book Imports 


Mr. Vernon Bartlett (Ind., Bridgwater) asked the 
( olonial Secretary whether he would take steps to 
remove the discontent caused in Palestine by the 
book import licence system, which discriminated 
even against English books that were already in 
Egypt and thus was not aimed solely at saving 
shipping space; and to what extent the distribution 
of reading matter to men serving in Iraq, Iran, 
Syria, and the Lebanon was further complicated by 
the system of export licences from Palestine. He 
also asked Colonel Stanley whether since under the 
present operation of the book import licence 
system British newspapers had to ‘be sold at a toss 
and, in view of the greatly enlarged demand for 


British book#® magazines, and newspapers through- | 


out the countries of the Middle East, he wouki re- 
examine and co-ordinate the allocation of shipping 
space for reading .material destined for those 
countries. Further, whether he would represent to 
the Government of Palestine that it should co-opt 
leading members of the book- and newspaper trades 
to advise it im technical matters concerning. those 
trades. 

Mr. Emrys-Evans replied that the High Com- 
missioner for Palestine was being asked for a report 
on all the matters referred to, and Colonel Stanley 
would communicate with Mr. Bartlett as soon as a 
reply was received. 


GOVERNMENT'S PALESTINE 
POLICY ? 


- Lord Strabolgi has given notice that on the second 
sitting day of the House of Lords after October 31 
he will ask the Government whether they are in 
a position to make any statement with regard to their 
future policy regarding the admission into Palestine 
of Jewish refugees and other immigrants.

NATURALISATION 
Position of Refugees 


The Home Secretary, replyi to “Lieut 
Challen (Con., Hampstead), he entirely agreed 
that the publication of newspaper notices by persons 
whose applications for naturalisation could sot be 
considered at the present time was undesirable ; such 
notices were wasteful and misleading. 

Mr. A. Pearson (Lab., Pontypridd) raised the 
question of applications from refugees now resident 
in this country being received, but Mr. Morrison 
gave a discouraging answer as the Home Office 
could not take them up during the war. 

Miss Rathbone asked if some assurance could not 
be given to aliens who were serving in the armed 
Forces and yet were quite uncertain as to whether 
after the war was over they would not be bundled 
out of this country? If f were good enough to 
serve in the British or Allied Forces, were they not 
good enough for naturalisation? 

“I would not accept that.” Mr. Morrison 
answered. “I think it would be most unwise that 
such a sweeping commitment should be entered into. 
The question of naturalisation must be kept open 
to be settled on its merits in duc course.” 


FREE GERMAN MOVEMENT |

“No Implication Against Jews ” 
“In referring: to aliens a lot of people are

I can assure you that 
the Chamber of Commerce and the London and 
Suburban Traders’ Federation are impartial bodies 
and are not opposed to any section of the community 
of whatever class or creed.”" So declared Councillor 
Fr. H. Campbell (Vice-President of the London and 
Suburban Traders’ Federation, and a member of the 
Streatharn Chamber -of Trade), speaking at the 
Broadhurst Rooms, West End Lane, N.W.6. last 
week, to 3O Hampstead traders on the resolution 
(passed in August), “ That this Chamber views with 
great concern the granting of heences to persons 
of other than Britssh nationality under both the 
Local Food Committees of the Ministry of Food: 
and the location of. Retail Businesses Order, and

“ With regard to the wording of the resolution, 
‘Other than British: nationality, said Councillor 

J. Cleaver, Chairman of the Hampstead Chamber 
of Commerce, who presided, “ there is nothing to 
be read into it.

This,. he 
declared, was not so, as allocations were made on 
the number of meals served. . That. he said, gave 
a premium to the foreigner, who was often a better 


cook in many ways than the man who went in for 


plain English cooking. 

There had also been some complaints, he stated, 
about aliens opening businesses, and it had been 
found,:on investigation, that they were British-born 
subjects. 

In answer to a question about refugees opening 
new. businesses, Mr: Campbell expressed the 
opinion that-they should help in the war effort and 
not compete with the British trader. “ We want to 
reserve réopening for people who come back from 
the Forces and. give them first chance,” he said, 

Mr. P. G. Owen, President of the Hampstead 
Chamber of Commerce. moved a vote of thanks to 
the speaker, which was seconded by the Vice- 
President, Mr. Lawless, who is: a member of the 
Hampstead Food Committee.

Fell National Home or Not? 


“ We have now reached a stage when the question 
not whether Jews shall be allowed w settle m 

now is ‘ Shall Palestine become for the Jewish people 
that which Zionism in the first instance and al! 


through its héstory intended Patestine to become— 
namely, of the Jewish nation m the full 
sense?” 


This statement was made by Professor 5. Brodet- 
sky, when he spoke at a meeting that was held at 
Woburn Howse last week to commemorate the 
second Yahrzeit of Ussishkin. 

Mr. Aaron Wright, the President of the J.NLF. 
for Great Britain and Ireland, who presided, 
described Ussishkin as one of the gre.test Jews im 
modern Jewish history, who had devoted himecif 
to the service .of his people for sixty years. Mr. 
Wright said he could conceive of no better proot 
of the capacity of the Jewish people to govern them- 
selves in the most difficult circumstances than thetr 
achievement in building up their national mstitutions 


‘ym Palestine and building up a community which was 


essentially and fundamentally united. Ussishkin 
had made a great contribution to that unity. 

Professor Brodetsky, after recalling the politica! 
foresight of Ussishkin, said he thought that he was 
right in saying that there was one thing which had 
penetrated the hearts of all Jews, no matter what 
views they might have about Zionism itself or the 
futute of Palestine, and that was the value of land 
in Palestine and the buying of that land through the 
Keren Kayemet. He thought that that was perhaps 
the greatest practical achievement that could be 
attached to the memory of Ussishkin, and he belheved 
that he had not only piven them this understanding 
of the fundamental place that land occupied im the 
constructing of a national life, but that he had also 
iven them to understand that ther task in the 
uture was a vastly greater one than even that which 
he himself carried out. 

Uttering a warning on the’ fight for Zionism that 
it seemed would still have to he carried on, Prof 
Brodetsky said the continual efforts that were being 


_made—he instanced the recent trials in Palestine as 


an cxample—in order to attack the Zionist Organi- 
sation, the Zionist idea..the Jewish people, the 
Yishuv, the Histadrut, the Agency, or any other 
body which was associated with the building up of 
the Jewish National Home. did not represent just « 
piece of opposition here and there. They repre- 
sented the struggle with which they were faced at the 
present moment—namely, the struggle whether Pailes- 
tine shall become the land of the Jewmh people or 
whether it shall be a land in which the Jewtsh people 
shall be as in all other lands, a population -livin 
among a majority that could decide its future wit 
or against its will. That was the supreme task of 
the Zionist Movement.

J.N.F. CALLS FOR £2,000,000 


** Racial Discrimination” in 
Palestine 


A call to the Jewries in free countries to “ secure 
the political future and economic independence of 
Eretz Yisraci” was issued by the National Land 
Conference of Palestine Jewry held in Jerusalem 
last week. The conference urged that £2,000,000 
should be placed at the disposal of the Keren 
Kayemet for land-redemption in Palestine during 
the curremt yea: 

The Conference, which was held on the second 
anniversary of the death of Ussishkin, passed a 
resolution capressing satisfaction at the achieve- 
ments of the Jew National Fund during the 
fourth. year of the war. “In spite of serious 
obstacles caused by the present restrictions,” the 
resolution read, “ thousands of dunams of land 


‘ have been acquired. The berders of the area of 


Jewish settlement have thus been extended, and we 
have come nearer to our objective of rooting the 
in the soil of its homeland. 
mecome of the Keren Kayemet during the 
last year amounied to £1,100,000, but this is still 
ont the requirements of our 
programme,” the resolution continues. “ We have 
to prepare for the absorption and adaptation of 
large numbers of refugees after the war as well as 
for the settlement of demobilised 
“The Conference has, therefore, decided to pro- 
claim it a duty of the Zionist Movement through- 
out the werld to redouble its activities for the 
redemption of the sail and to at least 
£2,000,000 at the disposal of the ren Kayemet 
during the current year.” 


Chief Rabbis’ Appeal 


A fervent appeal to the nation and the Yishuv 
to make the greatest sacrifices, bearing in mind 
the sacrifice of the hundreds of thousands of their 
brethren who have been slaughtered and tortured 
to death, was made at the conference by the 
Palestine Chief Rabbis, . Dr, Isaac Herzog and 
Benzion Usiecl 

Professor Joseph Kliausner warned the Confer- 
ence’ not to rely on os old saying “* Netzach 
Yisrael lo yeshakker Isracts eternity will not 
fail jo come true **). He sani that there were three 
aspects of Zionism: the political, he economic, and 
the cultural, and all three had been ecqualiy dear 
to Ussishkin. Hf he concentrated on land, he did 
so because he realised that land ts the basis for any 
political, economic, and cultural activities. 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Executive, declared that the Zionist Move- 
ment had taken upon itself. the task of building up 
a country which had been ruined by various nations 
and econgucrors for the past thousand years. Did 
the fact that those nations and conquerors had 
turned a paradise into a desefi give them the mahi 
to Claim the country for themselves 

The White Paper, he continued, imposed land 
restrictions which made Palestine into the sole 
country in the British Empire im which. racial dis- 
criminaven was being practised. Jews were [or- 
bidden to purchase land in any part of 95 per cent 
of the entire area of Palestine, they were hot even 
allowed to rent a house there’. [heir adversaries 
then contended that the area in which land purchases 
are banned was denscly pomilated. “ But | have 
toured part of this region of Southern Palestine,” 
Mr. Ben-Gurion declared, “ comprising fourteen 
million dunams, and did noi-find any trace 
a single habitation.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Ben-Gurion said that the Jews 
would withstand the edicts directed aganst them 
with three things: first, with modern Jewish 
science, which did not delve in books but in the 
womb of the homeland, feclaiming is rocks and 
unearthing its hidden water resOurces; secondly, 
with pioneering: and, thirdly with bravery in the 
defence of their life, immigration, and setUement. 


Appeal to the Intellectuals

A conference of. Jéwish authors, artists, and 
scientists t6 further the objects of the Jewish 
National. Fund was held in a village in the Judean 
Hills last week. The Conference issued an appeal 
to the intellectuals of the world asking them to 
support the rehabilitation of the Jewish people on 
ws own 

Mr. David Shimonovits, the Hebrew poct, com- 
plained that Palestinian Jewish youth thought of the 
Jewish people mostly in terms of Tel-Aviv and the 
Emek, and that it knew little about the Diaspora. 
On the other hand, he regretted that large sections 
of Diaspora Jewry failed before the war to realise 
the importance of the Jewish constructive work in 
Palestwe. “Our life would look different to-day,” 
he said, “had our. practical people in Warsaw, 
London, New York, and Johannesburg listened to 
the call of our intellectuais. To-day our Voice can 
no longer reach Warsaw and Vilna. Let it at least 
reach London New York, and Johannesbure.” 

Mr.. Ber! Katznelson, editor of the Labou: daily 
Davar, said that the Keren — had become 
one of their eternal symbols. tn this war, he said, 
in which they were participating as allies, barriers 
had been pul up to limit their enterprise; they had 
been. deprived of Trarsjordan, of Gilead and the 
Horan; they had been sentenced in the literal sense

Davan, the Hebrew newspaper in Tel-Aviv, recently 
discussed the question of those Jews whose duties 
in the Allied Forces had brought them to Palestine, 
and asked what steps were being taken the 
Zionist leadership to retain and regain such 
material for the Yishuv after the war. 

“One of the matters with which our post-war 
reconstruction plans must deal,” said the paper, “ss 
the fate of Jewish soldicrg with the Allied Forces.

Suppression a Nazi Action 


Shortly after the President's declaration, a State 
Department official announced that the American 
Ambassador, Mr. Norman Armour, had been in- 
structed to make representations against the suppres- 
sion of the Jewish newspapers, " particularly 
emphasising the Naziness of such action.’ 

The pretext given by Government circles for the 
blatantly anti-Semitic ban was that newspapers in 
rare languages could not easily be censored and also 
that the existence of a forcign language press was 
contrary to Argentina’s strictly nationalist policy. 

How flimsy this pretext is may be judged from the 
fact that newspapers are published in Arabic 
Russran, Hungarian, Greek, Polish, Danish, and 
Japanese. 

It is believed that the ban was imposed as a result 
of the appoimtment .of Gustavo Martinez Zuviria, as 
Minister of Justice and Education.. Zuviria, who is 
better known, reports the DaiLy Tececrarn, by the 
German-sounding name of Hugo Wast, and is 
the author of a trilogy of violently anti-Semitic 
books, was included im President Reuucéa’s pro- 
Fascist Cabinet following _the reconstruction 
necessitated by.the recent “ resignation " of the three 
pro-Allied members of the Government.

LIFE IN TRANSNISTRIA 
Appalling Ghetto Conditions 


Thousands of Jewish deportecs confined in the 
various ghettocs which the Rumanian Government 
in Transnistria, the Rumanian 
administered part of the Russian Ukraine, have not 
seen any bread for months, and the ercat Majority 
of them are threatened with starvation unicss assist- 
ance is forthcoming, says a Geneva teport to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

In the towr of Copaigorod about 2,220 Jews are 
confined, the report discloses. Under the leadershi 
of one of the deportees, Fabius Ornstcin, the Jews 
community has organised a free kitchen which has 
so far managed to distribute about 500 meals twice 
daily. These “ meals,” bowever, almost invariably 
conde of potatoes and nothing else. A hospital 
which can accommodate only ten sons has been 
set up, and the community is making some attempt 
to care for the 98 orphans whose parents died cither 
en route to Transnistria or after having arrived there. 
Jewish men in Copaigorod are forced to work in 
the forests. or on local farms or at building roads 
and demolishing rumed houses, the report says, and 
get hardly any pay for their work. 


No Pay for Jewish Workers 


The position is similar in the town of Jaruga, 
where both the local Jews and the deportees have 
been given hard labour. In Jaruga Jewish labourers 
receive fo pay at all. There are now about 785 Jews 
in the town. of whom 365 were living there before the 


war. Most of the deportces here come from Buko- 
vina. There are over 50 orphans in the town who 
wander about the streets. obtaining food and 


shelter where any is avaitiable—from locai Jewish 
families, or trom the communal kitchen which feeds 
300 pefsons daily. It has been impossible to estab- 
lish an orpnanage 

The community, which is headed by a local Jew 
named Rubin Ritter. has succeeded in setting up a 
hospital with sixteen beds and one physician in 
attendance, but it cannot care for all the scores of 
sick arid dying Jews. Conditions beeame so acute that 
Mr. Ritter sent an appeal to the central Rumanian 
administration in Mohilev , asking for food, medi- 


cine, and cloth Ng 
In two smal neighbouring towns-—Popivki, with 
a Jewish popul: ition of 1,400, and Cusamite, where 


400 Jews live—there are neither public kitchens nor 
hospital: Occasionally the Jewish community of 


Mohilevy manages to dispatch - some supplies to 
Popivki and Cusamite, but these are insufficient 
because of Mohilev's own shortage.

cares for 200 children. Most of the able-bodied 
forced to work im ten workshops in. the 
Jewish quarter which are producing goods for the 
German Army. 


1S in One Room 


Although the Jews of . Zhmerinka. can barely 
maimtain themselves, they try to send aid to 300 
deportees in the neighbouring towns of Caz aciovka, 
to 200 im Stanislavic, to 1,500 in Zatisu. and to 
1.200 in Catmazov, the report states 

There are about 12,000 Jews in Mohilev crowded 
into a few buildings of the devastated city, with an 
average of fificen pers ons to one room. Many of 
the Jews there are being transported furthe: east to 
the Russian front, but they arc immediately replaced 
by new arrivais from various districts of Rumania.

In Bershad there are now about 9,000 Jewish

Groups of Jewish deportees continue to arrive in 
Motilev, the admunistrative centre of Transnistria, 
The Rumanians have also started deporting smal 
groups of Jews to Odessa. 


JEWISH BOYS FOR SLAVE LABOUR 


The Rumanian Ministry of War. has ordered all 
17-year-old Jews to report at the competent military 
district command for the purpose of registration 
and recruitment for compulsory’ tabour service. 

* Rumania,” comments the German radio, “ has 
thus adopted the policy of systematically calling up 
Jews for compulsory labour, since they are excluded 
from military service. Hitherto only Jews of the 
higher age groups have been called up at shorter 
or longer intervals for public works.”

“REJOICING OF THE LAW 


EVEN before these days of war-time “ austerity” the 
celebration of Simchat Torah had begun to be shorn of 
the glamour, not {o say gaicty, which marked it in 
synagogues abroad and even in some nearer home. Here 
and there the observance remained, if it is permissible 
to use the expression in such a connection, something of 
a gala occasion—for example, in London's Great 
Synagogue in the days of the famous Chazan Hast. The 
same tradition, no doubt, persisted in some of the smaller 


congregations composed mainly, if not entirely, of 


immigrant Jews. But in many, probably most, of the 
remainder, it had been watered down to something more 
suitable to that Victorian idol “ decorum,” to something 
more formal and more routine. Only a very narrow 


outlook on men and things would contend that this, | 


necessarily and in essence, constituted an improvement in 
religious worship. For, rightly understood, the spirit almost 
of abandon which .distinguished the practice in Eastern 
Europe was as sincere, and at jeast as spiritually effective, 
a method of religious expression as its Western variant, 
and therefore at least equally entitled to respect. It can 


even claim to have been, if anything, more im line with — 


Jewish sentiment than its modern successor, for it told of 
a reverence and a love for the Law so deep and intense 
that it was proclaimed in terms of sheer joy and rapture. 
This feeling for the Law was no mere emotion, however 
constant. It was rooted in a mighty master-principle, the 
principle that Law is one of the three pillars upon which 
the world stands, and that without i any ordered human 
society must collapse in red ruin. Nor .was that principle 
understood in any cruel or narrow spirit. It was not Law 
untempered by mercy, and assuredly not Law reserved 
always and exclusively for the Hebrews who received it-— 


witness the comment of a great Rabbi, old Rabbi Meir, on . 


the passage “.Men shall observe the law and live in it”: 
“Holy Writ says not Israelites, not‘ Levites, not Priests, 
but men: therefore the Gentile who observes the law stands 
on a level with the High Priest.” With unerring vision and 
insight into our prime needs, so astonishingly that it could 
only have been divinely inspired, the sovereignty of Law 
was singled out as indispensable to the upbuilding of 
ordered human life, and that proposition is confirmed by 
every experience in past and present as eternally true. Its 
truth has been tragically manifested at every breach of 


International Law and the recurrent tragedies that have . 


always followed. Some people: imagine that this imter- 
national lawlessness is an attitude of recent growth. They 
date it, with singular forgetfulaess of history, from these 
days of Hitler and Mussolini. In reality, its continuous 
succession goes much further back, Fascism and Nazism 
being only latter-day representations of-a very old deep- 
scated human malady. 

The point was-well brought out in a letter to THe Times 
this week from Lady Nicholson. She spoke of the casy 
assumpuon that because Fascism is evilit ts the only form 
of evil, and that something like the Millennium must inevit- 
ably result upon its fall. Folk forget, she pointed out, that 
Italy's aggressions go back to before this system, just as 
those of Germany ante-date Hitler's, and that the fallen 
Duce himself disclaimed originality in his foreign policy, 
which, he said, was a continuation of what went before. 
The claim to North Africa, for imstance, goes back to 
Mazzini. Pre-ascist Italy was guilty of bad faith in re- 
taining the Dodecanese after the Treaty of Ouchy in 1912. 
“ Pre-Fascist Italy.” she concludes, “ has been a bad neigh- 
bour in the Mediterranean ever since her attack on Tripoli 
in 1911." But of course Italy was far from being the only 
violator of Treaties. Many still alive can recall the 
treachery of Rumania which drove a coach and four 
through the Clause of the Berlin Treaty which bound her 
to give equality of rights to her Jews. Rumania of to-day 
with tts unspeakable and bloody Jewish persecution is no 
newcomer to the ranks of treaty-breakers. She is an old 
practitioner. The old Empire of Austria, with its annexa- 
tion of Bosnia and Herzegovina, one of the chief causes 
of the last world war, was another treaty-breaker: while 
the same can be said of Bulgaria with her annexation of 
Eastern Rumelia. The list can be widely anmyplified as his- 
tory goes back through the storied past. The proposition 
thus written in irrefutable terms that until respect for 
law, which includes of course legal cemmitments, 1s estab- 
lished humanity will continue to writhe in interminable 
wars, 

Judaism, holding and upholding throughout the millennia 
the key to human salvation, has persistently asserted that 
iruth, and has, mm consequence, called down on itself the 


hatred of adventurers and despots. With equal grasp it. 


branded the disitke of the stranger, and called for toler- 
ance. Here agai the disregard of its teaching has created 
boundless human suffering. Its preachers knew that in 
these admonitions it was dealing with a hard core of 
human perversity, but also that its teaching was absolutely 
sound, and that sooner or later respect for it would be 
eniored by the sheer of history and harsh eaperience. 
kt may be that the present blood-bath is already accom- 


Pishing this, An agreed statement, just issued by Ameri- 


can religious leaders, ‘including Jews, concerning the basic 
principles essential in the post-war world, mentions 

these the setting up of international institutions to develop 
international law, guarantee the fulfilment of international 
obligations, and—a vitally important additon—to provide 
for their revision when necessary. It is well that this pro- 
nouncement comes from a part of the world where con- 
trary winds so often have prevailed in the realm of inter- 
national policy. 

But the Law which Simchat Torah acclaims concerns 
Jews specifically, as well as in their quality as citizens of 
the world. this Law for Jews is often, somewhat 
irrationally, divided up into the ethical and the ceremonial 
laws as though they could carry on independent existence. 
This belief is a flouting of the Divine intentions, which 
make them only two facets of an integrated whole. Few 
things are more certain or are more strenubusly enforced 
by Rabbinical authority thah that devotion ‘to ceremony, 
to the exclusion of Jewish cthical ordinances, is and must 
be fraught with disaster. And experience has proved that 
exclusive practice of the cthical law, without regard to the 
ceremonial practices, leaves behind eventually no Jewish 

opie at all to witness to the eternal timeliness of the 

ewish faith. Herein, then, lies the great task for observant 

Jewry—to preach the brotherhood of men and the Jewish 
way of doing right by our neighbours, to explain by 
methods of reason the place in Judaism of ceremonial 
practice, to present Judaism as a single whole whose several 
parts fit together in mutual interdependence. Young Jews 
and Jewesses to-day im great and increasing numbers are 
adrift from their religious anchorage. They must be called 
home again.. “ The work is great, the reward is much, and 
the Master of the house is_urgent.” 


THE PRESIDENT'S REBUKE 


It is easy to discern political motives “nearer home ™ for 
Mr. Roosevelt's almost dramatic denunciation of the suppres- 
sion of Jewish newspapers in Argentina—a suppression, by the 
way, which was reversed with a speed almost equally dramatic. 
One need not, however, go beyond the explanation given by 
the President himself, which was his feeling of apprehension 
“at the taking in this hemisphere of an action obviously anti- 
Semitic im nature and of a character so closely identified with 
the repugnant features of Nazi doctrine.” In other words, 
Mr. Roosevelt was deeply concerned at the fact that Nazi 
anti-Semitism was showing its ugly head under government 
auspices in one of the leading Republics of the New World. 
The President added that ai the All-America Conference at 
Lima, in 1938, a resolution was adopted declaring that any 
persecution on account of racial or religious motives “ which 
makes it impossible for a group of human beings to live 
decently is contrary to the political and juridical systems of 
America,” and argued that, by implication, therefore, the 
sincerity of the attachment of the present Argentine Govern- 
ment to the concept of American solidarity was again called in 
question, Taken together, these two statements mean that an 
attempt was made to set up anti-Semitism as a government 
policy, and that this “ un-American activity” was disloyal to 
the vital cause of American brotherly co-operation. The 
employment of anti-Semitism as a political weapon, or the 


facile adoption of anti-Semitism by those whose feelings turn . 


towards Nazism in one form or another, is no new 
phenomenon, whether in America or elsewhere.’ This it 
is well to bear in mind when watching the recent antics 
of some American § isolationists who do. not, in their 
anxiety to discredit Mr. Roosevelt, shrink from attacking 
Britain, the closest friendship with whom is the bedrock of his 
foreign policy. When we are told by an American corre- 
spondent in the EVENING STANDARD that “all. American 
anti-Semites are anti-British,” we are not surprised that those 
elements which are prepared to attack Anglo-American co- 
operation, one of the corner-stones of the whole Allied war 


effort, are heard echoing Dr. Goebbels’s favourite propaganda | 


gibe that Britain is a land run by Jewish financiers... Always 
the same combination——limited or distorted patriotism in con- 
junction with anti-Jewish sentiment, or, in these cases, anti- 
Semitism as a weapon, to further anti-American aims or to 
dilute the war effort and enervate the will to fight of the free 
peoples. | 


HITLER'S AGENTS | 


. On the Continent, of course, this dangerous combination is 
seen in practice in a more Dlatant form. There it is the local 
qguisling who is the head and front of anti-Jewish policies. 


Anti-Semitism and treason go invariably hand in hand. They 


are inseparable. Scratch a quisling and you find an anti- 
Semite. Scratch an anti-Semite and the quisling stands exposed. 
The continued tenderness for Nazi susceptibilities, as evidenced 
by the Argentine Government's persistent refusal to sever 
diplomatic relations with the Axis, provides sufficiently plain 


evidence of its anti-American disposition, while its recent pro- 


hibition of Shechita—-always one of the first targets of all 
anti-Jewish regimes—-followed by the suppression of Jewish 
newspapers, supplies all that is needed about its attitude to the 
Jews. At the beginning of the war THe Jewitsn CHRONICLE was 
taken to task for asserting and reiterating the proposition that 
every anti-Semite is, consciously or unconsciously, an agent of 
Hitler. The whole course of events since then has over- 
whelmingly confirmed its truth, and the conduct of the revolu- 
tionary Argentine Government provides but the latest example. 
We should do well to accept it now, in the interests of the 
simple and gullible folk who walk about carrying the anti- 
Jewish germ and conveying the infection to others of the same 


type, and therefore equally ignorant of the nature of the bacilli 


they are swallowing, Long, long ago Hitler described the anti- 


Jewish mania as the most potent weapon in his armoury for sap- 


ping the strength of his enemies. Never has it been so important 


him as at this moment of supreme crisis of the German 
fortunes, . it is, therefore, up to Britain and Allies to be more 
than ever on the alert on this matter. Se 


JUSTICE AND PUBLICITY 


Tue case in which a boy of eleven charged at Hereford with 
burglary was the victim of what Mr. Justice Charles described 
as “ absolutely outrageous “ treatment by a Juvenile Court, has 
very properly evoked widespread public indignation. A higher 
Court has already quashed the decision, the Lord Chief Justice 
pointing out that “everything seemed to have been done wrowg 
that could have been done wrong.” It is important to remem- 
ber, however, that in the running of these Juvenile Courts a 
considerable amount of secrecy is employed, those who drew 
up the Act establishing the tribunals being rightly anxious that 
young offenders should be spared the degradation and slur 
of full publicity in their cases. It is behind this screen that 
irregularities and abuses such as have come to'light in the case 
of the Hereford Court, which may well be only some of many 
like proceedings, have crept in, thus entirely stultifying the 
purpose for which the Juvenile Courts were instituted. This 
point was emphasised by Mr. Justice Hallett, when he remarked 
on the value and power of publicity in preventing abuses that 
may be perpetrated behind closed doors. It is a lesson that 
should be kept very clearly before the public cye. Secrecy 
can be harmful in other directions too, especially if enjoined 
by an unreasonable censorship. Fortunately the public reaction 
to the case in question shows that in the country as a whole 
its dangérs are grasped. Whether all members of our own 
Community realise them, and appreciate what the freest press 
reporting of the proceedings of public bodies means to the 
communal welfare, is much less certain. 


FUTURE OF THE JEWISH SCHOOLS 


IN his valuable exposition last week of the position of the 
Jewish Voluntary Schools. under the new educational pro- 
posals, the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki referred to a decision just 
taken by the managers of most of these institutions. It will 
be remembered that. in common with similar schools of other 
denominations, they are to be given two alternatives.” The 
managers will be allowed either to pass to the local education 
authority all the financial obligations, including those in con- 
nection with the cost of building alterations or external repairs, 
in return for which they will have to give up most, if not all, 
their administrative powers; or, if they are able and willing to 
find half of these costs themselves, the Exchequer will defray 
the remainder, leaving their present powers intact. According 
to our contributor, the majority of the school managements 
have elected to take the second and more costly course, and from 
the poigt of view of Jewish education this is no doubt infinitely 
the more desirable alternative. In Dr. Slotki’s words, they are 
prepared to shoulder probably by united effort the financial 
responsibilities involved, It would be interesting, however, to 
hear how this is to be done, and which are the schools involved, 
Clearly the amount of money that will be needed will be not 
inconsiderable. -How is it to be raised? Moreover, has the 
fullest attention been given—could ut have been given’?—to the 
drastic alterations in the populations of whole areas entailed 
by very extensive redistributions: now being actively can- 
vassed in various local replanning schemes? With all possible 
sympathy, one cannot but feel that some light is needed on 
these and other questions, more particularly their relation to 
the wide schemes of communal reorganisation that are inevit- 
able with the advent of peace. Upon these matters broad dis- 
cussion and the elucidation of public opinion seem very much 
called for. Communal post-war. reconstruction is surely far 
too serious and important 4 need to be handled piecemeal, 


NEW SHOPS 


A Goop deal of discussion has been promoted recently in 
various Loadon boroughs on the subject of the starting of 
new retail shops in the Metropolis. Seme of it has. been 
fairly broad-minded in tone; some of it less so, This.is, perhaps, 
inevitable, for no established shopkeeper relishes the competi- 
tion of a new and rival concern, and if the newcomer is not 
of British birth the ready weapon to hand must be hard to 
resist. Also inevitably, a great deal of exaggeration has been 
imported into the discussion. Ht is as well, therefore, to recall 
the latest official figures on this subject. According to Mr. 
Dalton, speaking in the House of Commons at the end of last 
month, licences for the opening of new shops granted between 
January, 1942, and June, 1943 ‘eighteen months), iotalled 
2,969 for the whole country. Of this number not more than 
30 were issued to aliens. This should not be very terrifying, 
even to the most uneasy competitor turned patriot. Nor, in 
view of the somewhat severe restrictions laid down, can there 
be any likelihood of any large increase in the figure. All the 
indications are quite the reverse. Apart from these cases. 
there are, of course, those which come within the purview of 
the Food. Ministry. But in this respect equivalent official 
figures are not available, and im any case the special circum- 
Stances attached to Jewish catering would have to be taken 
into account. The whole subject, if only because of its 
peculiar value to exploiters of sectional ill-feeling, calls for 
clear thinking and, above all, for the plain and unadorned truth, 
It also necessitates moderation of statement; and in this, we 
are confident, responsible retailers will not be found wanting. 


A MARTYR TO UNITY

OBITUARY 
SAUL TCHERNICHOWSKY 
Yishuvy Mourns Great Hebrew Poet 


The death occurred in Jerusalem on Thursday of 
last week of one of the great figures of seeders 
Hebrew Literature, the poet Saul Tchernichowsky. 
He was 68 years old 

Palestine Jewry plunged into sorrow 
by the death of Dr. Tchernichowsky. whom it con- 
sidered the greatest contemporary Hebrew poet. He 
arrived at Jerusalem from Tel-Aviv (where he had 
lived) on Erevy Succot to spend the Festival and 

assed away at oné o'clock in the morning. The 
body was carried to the Hadassah Hospital-and on 
Friday was taken to the courtyard of the Jewish 
national institutions before the funeral cortége left 
for Tel-Aviv. Among the pall-bearers were pro- 
fessors of the Hebrew.University and members of 
the Jewish Agency and Vaad Leumi. Kaddish was 
said by Prof. Joseph Kiausner. At Tel-Aviv, Kaddish 
was said in front of the Town Hall. The poet's 
remains were interred in a grave at the Old Cemetery 
flanked by those of Meir Dizengofl and Achad 
Ha’ am 

Ichernichowsky was born at Michaclowka, 
Ukraine. He studied medicire and practised in 
Russia and Palestine. He took up residence, later, ia 
Berlin, but returned to Palestine when Hitler came 
into power and there devoted himscif to fiterature. 
As poet, inspired by nature and love, as essayist, 
as short story writer and playwr@in, Tchernichow- 
sky made his name one of the most important in the 
Hebrew revival. Other ways in which he contri- 
buted to that revival were by translating classes of 
world literature into the Hebrew language and b 
compiling dictionaries in Hebrew of anatomical, 
medical, and botanical terms. 

At a banquet given in his honour in 1932 cad 
atiended by Bialik, Ussishkin, Yellier, and other lead- 
ing figures, Ichernichowsky was presented with a 
set of his complicte works in 10 volumes which had 
been published by subscriptions raised among Jews 
throughout the world, He was President of the 
Hebrew Pen Club 


The Association of Hebrew Authors has met to.

memory of Tchernichowsky. His personal belong- 
ings, photographs, portraits, documents, fountam 
pens,.which he had received from admirers all over 
the world, and other similar objects, are to be 
exhibited in a special room in the “ Beth Seul.”’ 

Paying tribute to the deceased in a broadcast Over 
the Jerusalem wireless, Professor Kiausner said that 
Tchermchowsky was for the Jews what Gocthe was 
Jor the Germans and Pushkin for the Russians. 


THE REV. E. P. PHILLIPS 
Believed in Oscar Slater's Innocence 


The Rev. Eleazar P. Phillips, who died in Glasgow 
last, week at the age of 87, was Emeritus Minister 
of the Garnethill Synagogue, Glasgow, which he 
had served for 50 years before retiting in 1929 

Ihe late Minister was born im Adelaide, 
Australia, and was the son of the Rev. P. Phillips. 
He was educated at Cheltenham, where his father 
was Minister, and at Jews’ College. and was 
appointed Minister to the Glasgow Hebrew Com- 
munity in 1879. During his half-century of service 
there he carned love and respect by his zeal and 
devotion to his work. 

For 18 years during which Oscar Slater was 
wrongfully imprisoned, the Rev. Eleazar Phillips 
maintained a close: friendship with him, and his 
belief in Slater's innocence never wavered. The late 
Mr. Phillips identified himself closely with the 
activities of various Glasgow organisations. He was 
Hon. President of the Jewish Hospital Fund and 
Sick Visiting Association, and of the local Loan 
Society: Since his retirement he had lived im 
London. 


D. KISSENISKY (Glasgow), aged 72, was 
a former President of the Edinburgh Congregation, 
Treasurer of the Benevolent Loan Society there (he 
was clected a life Hon. Vice-President of the 
Society in appreciation of his services), and was 
associated with other communa! organrations.

LEEDS AND THE DEPUTIES 


Are Mr. Sandelson’s Views 
Representative ? 


A mecting of the Council of the United Hebrew 
Congregation was held last week, with the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Sandetson, in the chair. 

we, reported on special Friday evening ser- 
oes which had been held at that Synagogue ; and 
he was praised for initiating the services, which had 
proved. so successful. 

A discussion on the present position of the Board 
of Deputies was opened by Mr. Maurice Silman, 
who referred to Mr. Sandcison’s election as a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, This, said Mr. Silman, was a 
matter for congratulation but he felt that their 
President had conveyed to Anglo-Jewry an 
emmphasis against the Board of Deputies which was 
being misundefstood. He knew Mr. Sandelson was 
a sincere Zionist and im that respect he was repre- 
sentative of Leeds Jewry as a whole. Many people, 
however, had got the impression from his speeches 
on the Boara of Deputies question, that because he 
defended the attitude, of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, he was. therefore, opposed to the Board of 
Deputies. Leeds Jewry’s position was that they had 
no sympathy with the unfortunate rift which has 
occurred. hey stood for a unified Anglo-Jewish 
Community which would throw in its entire weight 
on behalt of a Jewish Palestine. 

Mr, A. M. Hurwitz said that they were opposed 
to the tactics of the Caucus but their President 
should make it clear in all his activities that Leeds 
Jewry was tehind Prof. Brodetsky and the Board of 
Deputies whose authority should be strengthened. 
He pleaded that Mr. Sandelson should use his powers 
to bring about a reconciliation between the Board 
and the AJ.A. 

Mr. Henry Freedman said that their President 
could not be answerable for erroneous constructions 
put upon his words, particularly by followers of 
the Caucus in Leeds. They trusted Mr. Sandelson’s 
leadership which in this matter had truly_reflected 
the sober minded opinion prevailing in he com- 
munity as a whole, 


How Efforts at Rapprochement Failed 


Mr. Sandelson said he deplored the fact that a 
number of well-meaning Zionists in Leeds, because 
of their affinity with the Zionist idcals of some 
of the Jeading members of the Caucus, had thougtt 
fit to challenge his authority for speaking in the 
name of the Leeds Community on this issue 
all sides and wherever he went, he had been heart- 


. ened by the assurarices he had received from the 


most responsibic clements in the community that 
the attitude he had adopted from the first in rela- 
tion to the controversy faithfully reflected their views. 

“ Before the fateful meeting of the Board on the 
4th of July last.” wer on Mr.  Sandelson, * 
earnestly pieaded with the leading figures of the 
Caucus that its policy was calculated to create an 
unjustifiable breach m the ranks of Anglo-Jewry, 
and would only result in a weakening of the prestige 
and authority of the Board.’ No decision of the 
Board could kill the Anglo-Jewish Association if 
that body cefused to die, and if the A.J.A. decided 
to set up an independent Foreign Affairs Committec, 
the community would be faced with the disaster of 
two independent bodies seeking to $peak to our own 
Government as well as foreign Governments, on 
behalf of Jewry: a situation which we strenuously 
sought to avoid 

“My advice was unheeded and the agreement with 
the A.J.A. was ultimately broken. At the meeting 


of July 4 when a decision was made, | pleaded with’ 


the Board that the matter should be referred back to 
the Executive who should review the position. and 
produce a solution which would ensure that the 
community spoke through.one Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee only. In spite of Prof. Brodetsky having 
supported my proposal, it was turned down by the 
Board, who insisted on the constitution of an inde- 
pendent Foreign Affairs Committee forthwith.” 

In all the controversy, said the speaker, nothing 
had impressed him more than the complete absence 
of any sense of bitterness among the leaders of the 
A.J_A. who, in his belief, did not want to shirk their 
responsibilities. to their people, but rather were 
moved to make their maximum contribution. Should 
it be found to be too late to bring about a rapproche- 
ment between the A.J.A. and the Board of Deputies, 
then. said Mr. Sandelson, given common sense. 
goodwill, and Jewish statesmanship on the part of 
bath parties, there was no reason why the two Com- 
mittees should not work in the closest collaboration 
which he hoped might still result-in a unified -policy 
beme put forward in the name of the Anato-Sewtds 
Community.

A Special Joint Conference of delegates to the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies and 
officers of Orders and societies was held at the 
offices of the Grand Order Sons of Jacob, 277, 
Whitechapel Road, E.1, last week. The 
Mr. Barnett Janner, was in the chair. 

Three major items were considered : 

(1) A proposal that every member of the Jewish Friendly 


Society Movement subscribe is. towards the Jewish 
Defence Pund. 


(2) To put in hand arrangements for a special mecting 
of officers of Orders, societies. and lodges to receive Prof. 
Sotomon Mikhocts and Colonel Itzik Feffer. 


(3) To receive an interim report in connection with the 
proposed amalgamation of Orders and socictics. 

Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E.. Vice-President, sub- 
mitted a recommendation from the Executive Com- 
mittee that a levy of Is. a metmber be collected as 
a contribution to the Jewish Defence Fund. He 
explained the reasons why Jewish Friendly Societies 
should play their part with the rest of the com- 
munity in maimaming the Defence Fund. 

Mr. H. J. Osterley (Grand Order Sons of Jacob) 
moved the following amendment: 


“That all Orders and socictics pledge themecives 

undertake Mec provision of contributions for the Defence 
: Fund of a sum amounting 10 not less than Is. per member 
per annum. 

Mr. Aarons (Lovers of Justice Society) and Mr. 
Segal (Cracow Society) yrged that the contribution 
should be 2s. a year: Mr. Myer Gold (Myer Gold 
Society) sugge®ted that the contribution uld. be 
4s. a year; while Mr. W. Warshawski (West Central 
Society) said the movement should aim at securing 
Ss. per member per annum. 

Mr. J. Wright (O.A.B: and $.A.) said that his 


Order had contributed to the Defence Fund for 4 
: number of years and had already contributed 
£1,000. In his opinion it would be desirable to 


collect money for the Defence Fund by means of 

a registered rule.

Séth, and § years (ending October 31, 1942) of 
the Jews’ T ry Shelter, at a general mecting 
which was held last week at 63, Mansell Street, E.1, 
the President, Mr, Otto M. Schiff, C.B.E.. outlined 
some of the activities of the institution during the 
war, and referred to the fact that it had given 
hospitality to a considerable number of Jewish 
soldiers who were here on leave, particularly Jewish 
soldiers of thedPolish and Czech Armies. 

This showed, said Mr. Schiff, that even during 
the war, although the normal activities of the shelter 
had been interrupted, it was doing its full share and 
it could be said to have become the centre of ‘the 
Jewish community in East London, 

Mr. Schiff, remarking that subscriptions had kept 
up well, paid a tribute for his work to Mr. A. 
Mundy, who, although he had retired from the 
Secretaryship of the imstitetion four years ago, 
gencrously came to their aid when their Secretary 
(Mr. D. Gedalia) was called up. 

The normal activities of the Shelter came to an 
end during the war, because they dealt mainly with 
transmigrants, and transmigration ceased when the 
war broke out. On the other hand, the shelter 
found a great deal of other occupation, as it did 
in the last war. when it came to the aid of Jewrsh 
refugees from Belgium. 

Mr. Schiff mentioned the institutions and orgam- 
sations which were either bombed or blasted out of 
their premises or offices, and which had been housed 
by the Shelter, and said that in May, 1941, they were 
approached by the Ministry of Health with a view 
to starting a hostel in the district for Jews who had 
been blitzed. 

Concluding, Mr. Schiff said the Shelter would be 
needed again for its original purpose after the war, 
as there was certain to be transmigration on a large 
scale, 

Mr. Barnett Janner paid a tribute to Mr. Schiff 
and his colleagues for their. work.

An. exhibition called “ Stepney, To-day and 
To-morrow ” was opened by Mr. Lewis Silkin, 
M.P.. Chairman of the L.C.C. Town Planning 
Committee,.at the Whitechapel Art Gallery last 
week. It is an attempt to iUlustrate the problems 
which have to be faced in building the new Stepney. 

Dr. J. J. Mallon, Warden of Toynbee Halil, who 
presided at the opening, spoke of his recent visit. to 
America, where, he said, everyone seemed to him 
to have been enlisted in the task of driving oui all 
that was ugly and dirty. <Ihey could not do better 
than imitate America’s example. 

Mr. Silkin quoted figures. which showed that in 
1901 the population of Stephey was 300,000; and 
that it had declined since then, being, just before 
the war, about 200,000. He imagined that the war 
had substantially reduced that number. Under the 
County of London plan the proposal was that the 
population of Stepney should be 94,000.

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SERMON FOR THE ‘ 
The Law & the People 


E Festival of Simchat Torah represents the 
Jewish view of life. Uf our neighbours under- 
Stood its meaning and its message, they would 
begin to understand the Jew. If we Jews grasped 


its tremendous significance, its observance would 


certainly be less formal than it is sometimes allowed 
to be. Among other peoples Law and its implica- 
tions are a matter for legislators, lawyers, and police : 
hardly ever the concern of the ordinary man. For 
the Jew, it was a form of learning that has been 
taught and studied as a universal type of education. 
Everyone must understand it, or the elements of it, 
in order to be a Jew. 


For most les Law is an essential way of 
making and keeping order; and expresses the will of 
the rulers, or, in a democratic state, rulers and 

le. Jew taught that it was an expression 
of the will of God, a revelation which was always 
being unfolded, a constant ‘witness to the need, not 
of a man-made order, but of a n, a scheme of 
life, ordained by God himself. cw looked at 
the world through cyes which accepted the belief, — 
first of all, that God ruled by Law. In anticipating 
much of the attitude of modern science towards the 
universe, his faith in God was immeasurably 
strengthened by his, belief that all civilising forces 
which man discovered in the course of the ages was 
part of the Divine scheme, that behind all the laws 
of nature, behind the constant struggle of man to 
adapt his way of life to his growing needs, was the 
spirit of the Creator and Guide of the universe. 

In the great Law of Holiness embodied in 
Leviticus, we find constantly reiterated after the 
statement of a Law: I am the Lord thy God. It was 
in this belief that the Israelite accepted it, and it 
was this conviction that compelled him to obey it. 
The majesty of God became the majesty of the 
Torah. It was the greatest gift of God to man. It 
breathed into the soul of man the spirit of order, 
ae right, fitness, love, charity, pity, kindliness, 

uty. 


THER peoples do -not rejoice in the Law. It is 
inevitable, obedience to it is compulsory, its © 
application is often temporary, its decisions often 
misguided, or influenced by passing needs. It is 
one of the distinctive features of the Jewish way of 
looking at life that he finds in its observance his 
chiefest joy. Wheri the old prayer-book bids men 
be glad that they.were born men and not women, it 
is because the positive commandments were binding 
only upon men, not upon women. The full observ- 
ance of the Torah was the privilege of men. There- 
fore they rejoiced in their greater opportunities. If 
at Pentecost the Jew is taught to bow in wonder and 
reverence before the awful revelation given to Mases 
on Mount Sinai, and to feel its solemnity, at the end 
of the festival season, at the time of the ingathering 
of the harvest, he ts taught to rejoice im the Law, to 
think not so much of the universal rule of the 
Creator and King, but rather of his tender and 
mercifal gifts to his human children. ; 
The conception of universal Law, as the modern 
world understands it, was not reached by our ancient 
teachers for a number of reasons. The Bible shows 
especially in the Psalms, that God was conceive 
as the Lord of nature, the power behind the seasons, 
the stars, and the mysteries of the sea. But the main 
concern of the Hebrews was with man; and at a . 
time when every nation and tribe had its own god, 
a Lord of the Universe was beyond the conception 
of the early Hebrews. History regarded as a 
series of Divine interventions, definite acts of God, 
not as a course of events obeying a general law. 
Miracles were the tule, not the exception. More- 
over, what scientific knowledge was possessed by 
our forefathers in ancient times could not, in the 
nature of things, be co-ordinated, nor was it pro- . 
found enough to give men the impulse to seek a 
universal law governing the facts and truths that 
were enlace They had a vague idea that good 
and evil, for example, stood in sOme necessary rela- 
tionship to each other, but the majestic yet terrible 
law of cause and effect was not even suspected as 
we understand it. 


ET there is to be found in the Laws of Moses at 
least a groping towatds universal law; for if 
many of them. apply only to the Israclite, time and 
circumstance were overridden by the consideration 
that God's justice and mercy, and man’s obedience 
to His law, was for all men and not only for Isracl. 
Suffice it to observe that in our modern belief that 
universal law exists not only in the world of nature 
but in the life of man and the development of huntan 
society, we and our neighbours have built upon the 
Jewish idea of Torah: and what mankind owes to 
it is beyond computation. 

lf, thérefore, is with a sense of pride that the 
Jew devotes a festival to what is perhaps the greatest - 
of all achievements towards the making and regu- 
lating of civilisation, it must also be with a deep 
sense of responsibility that he reflects upon the 
special! duty of the whole people to live in accord- 
ance with their lofty belief in the Torah, in Jewish 
tradition. We Jews are not like the ancient Greeks 
who died out, leaving a noble conception of life 
behind them, of which we can read, and which can 
still inspire men without living followers of their 
great inheritance, The Bible could not teach 
Juddism without Jews to uphold its teachings. It 
would then cease to be a Jewish book. The magni- 
ficent gifts of the Jew to the world need living Jews 
to hand them on. For, beyond the books in which 
they are enshrined, they are a way of life, and, in 
particular, a living faith, There can be no Judaism 
without Jews, for it could be worth little in libraries 
or museums, 

Therefore it is not the Hebrew conception of 
justice or righteousness which can of itself gain the 
reverence and the loyalty of manking It is the 
just and the loyal Jew himself. Our plain duty, then, 
is not merely to rejoice in the Law, but to rejoice 
in fulfilling it with all our heart and soul and might. 
This means that where there is no obedience there 
can be no true or sincere rejoicing, To-day, as i 
behoves us humbly to reflect, our rejoicing in the 
Law must be mixed with sorrow and regret for our 
very poor conceptions of obedience and faithfulness. 
If Yom Kippur did net pass. this year without an 
achievement on our parts, it may be that we shail 
be able to rejoice more wholeheartedly in our most 
precious Torah m the years to come.

Light in the 
Darkness _ 


Suggestions for the itlumination 
of our post-blackout houses 


ROM a biacked-out world, the fascination o/ 
contemplating lightin schemes for post-war 
homes is obvious. Harris receni!) 

delivered a lecture on this subject which he defined 
as “ Domestic for Health and Comfori, 
during a Housing and Health Exhibition held at the 
Pump Room, Bath. Besides making many criticisms 
of existing lighting arrangements in the home, Mr. 
Harris had some practical advice for house planners 
of the future as far as lighting is concerned. 

He pointed out that the intensity of the illumina- 
tion produced by natural light compared with the 
values prevalent in our homes showed us that an 
enormous strain is put on our eyes when we work 
in artificial light. If we are sewing, for instance, 
on dark material, full °°. would not be too 
much for ease of seemeg. et tasks such as thesc 
are usually carried out an itumination less 
than one-thousandth of the power of noon sunligh(. 

Mr. Harris divided the lighting sysiem of the 
home into two main categories. First, it should aim 
at the provision of sufficient light for us to see in 
comfort, and secondly it should form part of the 
decorative system of the home. Too often the func- 
tion of decoration has been overstressed and we have 
equipped .our rooms with colourful, gaudy, cheap- 
looking fittings in which illumination has been con- 
spicuous by its absence. The remedy lies in the 
development of “ architectural lighting “ with the 
elements built into the walls and ceilings and form- 
ing an integral and meaningful part of the structurc 
of the building. 

Nor is low illumination the only evil resulting 
from unplanned lighting. In attempting to obtain 
more light from fittings badly designed for the 
purpose, shades are sometimes removed and the 
bare lamp used. When looking at a very bright 
light, such as an uncovered lamp, the pupils of the 
eye, functioning like the shutter of a camera, tend 
to contract so that less advantage of the available 
iiiumination can be taken. Thus c¢ye-strain is in- 
evitable, and the absence of diffusing shades results 
in @ net loss rather than a gain of vision. 


Our Eyes 


All of which, Mr. Harris showed, is the common 
experience of most people, who have never given 
any real thought to this question of scientific illu- 
mination, And, as he aptly observes, while an 
artificial limb may enable its owner to walk, an 
artificial eye can never be made to see. Therefore, 
we should take even more care of our. eyes than 
of any other part of our. bodies. 

The lecturer gave an outline of the chief principles 
to be observed in the lighting of a house. The 
living-room should have good genera! ilumination 
achieved by the use of fittings which project light
